, By letter dated 3/18/64, President’s Commission 
referred to an interview with. Mrs,, Mary Ann Moorman con- 
cerning two photographs which 3he took of the Presidential 
motorcade on 11/22/63. Bureau files indicate the photographs 
j / appear to be those taken by Mrs. Moorman w^th a Polaroid 

camera, one just prior to the time the President's car passed 
her position and the second photograph taken shortly after 
the President was shot. Bureau file 105-82555, serial 1212, 
an insert written by SA Charles T. Brown, Jr., 12/12/63, 
regards photographs, one of which was very poor quality, 
revealed a motorcycle police officer preceding_J>£e^idential 
./ car and also reveals the lower corner of the QFfrtj&r* School 
Book Depository Building. Although it cannot be verified in 
•*•... Bureau files, it appears this is the particular photograph 
in which the President's Commission has an interest.
